A M o th er an d F a th e r an d N ine C hildren 
B u rn ed to D eath . 
D e tr o it 
(Mich.), December 29th.—A 
Tribuna special from Hancock, Michigan, 
says: A calam ity not surpassed in the an­ 
nals of the country occurred at 3 o’clock 
this morning. At Hurontow n, a family 
named Gross, consisting of the parents and 
eight children, with a visitor, were con­ 
sumed in a burning building. 
Theodore Gross and wife returned from 
a dance near by at 2 o’clock. 
At 2:30 a. m. 
the son, Theodore, Jr., returned from the 
H uron stamp mills where he is employed. 
H e went into the house and to bed. 
Shortly after he was awakened by his 
brother, Nicholas, 
who heard screams 
(Otuing from an adjoining toom, occupied 
by their three sisteis and three little broth­ 
ers. They ran to the door and found the 
room a mass of flames. 
Smoke and fire 
were ascending the stairway, and the boys 
escaped by jum ping through a window. 
They reached the ground seriously cut by 
glass and but scantly clad. 
One attempted to enter the house on the 
ground floor, where the father and m other 
and two children slept, but was driven 
back by the flames that enveloped the 
building 
It was impossible for the spec­ 
tators, who quickly gathered, to save the 
inmates, and they were compelled to stand 
by and hear their agonizing cries. 
In the course of three hours a seatching 
party went over the rooms and discovered 
the charred remains of the eleven bodies, 
distinguishable only by their size. 
They 
weie gathered in a sleigh box and depos­ 
ited in the public hall. The victims were; 
Theodore Gross, aged 57; his wife, aged 47; 
Catherine, John, Toney, Mary, Lizzie, Jo ­ 
seph, Michael, Lenie, all children of Mr. 
and Mr3. Gross, and Lena Erbst of Saxe 
Linden, a guest. The ages of the young 
people range from 2 to 22 years. 
There is no reliable information as to 
how the fire started. Theodore Gross, Jr., 
says it m ight have originated from a lanrn 
he supposed lie extinguished before he 
went to bed. There are rum ors that the 
dreadful accident occurred through the 
carelessness ot the parents, who are alleged 
to have returned home intoxicated from 
the dance. 


SHOT IN T H E D A R K . 


B old A ttem p t a t A ssassination in New 
Y ork City. 
New Y o rk , December 29th.—Early this 
m orning the gas in the sleeping-room of 
Frederick YV. Stedifeder, the proprietor of 
the bakery at 1010 Floyd street, Brooklyn, 
was extinguished and 
Stedifeder went 
down to the cellar to find out the cause. 
He sew a man there, who fired a shot at 
him. The bullet wounded him in the 
neck, partially dazing him, when the bur­ 
glar made his escape. 
This afternoon the police arrested Albert 
Maiser, a former employe of Stedifeder, 
who confessed that it was he who did the 
shooting. 
He said he had hid him self in 
the cellar and turned off the gas, thinking 
Stedifeder would come down to see what 
was the m atter, when Maiser would shoot 
him . 
If Stedifeder failed to come down 
Maiser intended to turn the gas on again 
and suflocate the family. 
Maiser acknowledged that he entertained 
a bitter hatred against him on account of 
derogatory statem ents he had made against 
him while in his employ.

T H E SEAL ISLANDS. 


Som e o f tlie P rovisions o f tlie New Gov- 
e ru m e n t L ease. 
C hicago, December 29th.—Mr. Liebes, 
the San Francisco furrier, who was in Chi­ 
cago Friday on his way to the coast, talked 
at length to a reporter regarding the ad­ 
vertisem ent of the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury for the leasing of the Alaska seal­ 
eries. 
"T he new lease of the seal islands,” said 
Mr. Liebes,“ will he made for twenty years. 
The parties securing it will have to pay a 
royalty to the Government of $1 more per 
pelt tfian now, and will be lim ited to a 
catch of GO 000 seals per year instead of 
190,000, as under the present lease. 
You 
see this decrease in the yearly supply is 
bound to make seal fur scarce and higher. 
Five-sixths of the world’s supply of seal 
skins comes from the Alaska Commercial 
Company. To reduce their output 40 per 
cent, at one swoop means almost a seal 
famine in a year or two, and then look out 
for high prices.” 
“ W ill the Alaska Company be likely to 
get a renewal of their lease?” 
“Ye&, I think so. 
They already have a 
Realing plant and can bid more for the 
lease than anybody else, but their profits 
will not be so large as formerly. 
I am 
only a very small stockholder myself, so it 
does not matter much, but men like Louis 
Sloss, John Rosenfeldtand the estate of ex­ 
Senator John F. Miller of San Francisco 
will feel the effect of the squeeze. 
How­ 
ever, the Alaska Company is an enor- 
moet ly rich concern and can stand the 
new terms. 
“ By the new lease their revenue will be 
cut oil fully fifty per cent. They will have 
to maintain schools at the Seat islands and 
pay all expenses of police administration 
among the Aleuts, and pay the seal fisher­ 
men more than twice the amount they do 
now. On the other hand they can take no 
more than 60,000 seals per year. 
“Another year the illicit fisheries in 
Behring sea will be suppressed. 
It will be 
insisted by the lesspss of the Seal islands 
that the Government do this, and therefor 
another source of supply will be cut off.”

B e r lin , December 29;h.—Ail society is 
now intensely interested in the coming 
fancy dress ball which the Em peror is to 
give at Schloss, where every one of the 
guests m ust appear in Oriental costume. 
An exceedingly interesting discussion is 
carried on in private life everywhere, and 
not without much heat, over the queer pro­ 
ceeding of the Emperor in rem itting tlie 
fine of 400 m arks inflicted upon Dr. Daeh- 
lor, editor cf the Staatsburger Zeitung, a con­ 
servative ehcet, which libeled Honsinger, 
the Socialist. 
It attacked him vigorously 
because he posed publicly as a Socialist and 
friend of the people, while in fact he is the 
head of a factory for m aking women’s 
cloaks and sim ilar garments, in which the 
“sweating” system is practiced at the ex 
pense of many girls employed by him. 
Honsinger appealed to the Courts, and the 
editor was condemned and paid his fine in 
August. This line was returned by the 
Em peror on Monday last. 
Such use ot the 
royal prerogative naturally surprises the 
people. 
H itherto the exercise of royal clemency 
has been restricted to state cases. 
For the 
Emperor to thus interfere and stand be­ 
tween justice and an accused person in a 
mere case of private interests is so plain a 
substitution of royal caprice for the law of 
the land, that everybody can undetstand it, 
and therefore everybody 
is profoundly 
moved by it. Journals cannot ignore the 
subject, but they are obliged to touch it 
with the greatest caution, for fear of prose- 
cntion. 
Liberals of all shades discuss it in pri­ 
vate, however, and it is the universal them e 
of the Nationalists, who intensely regret 
the Incident, as it plays into the liando of 
the Progressists and Socialists on the eve of 
an election, with a clear demonstration of 
the gross abuse of power. 
This incident will confirm the National 
Liberals in their inclination to refuse to 
vote, as it stands for the expulsion of the 
clause of the Socialist bill. This the party 
now propose as a compromise that it will 
vote for the expulsion of the clause if the 
application of that clause is lim ited to So­ 
cialists, as proven to be engaged in con­ 
spiracy against the State, and if it shall not 
apply to the mere advocacy of socialism in 
the press or on the rostrum . 
It is improbable that Bismarck will ac­ 
cept this compromise, and the im m elia.e 
political future will take shape from this, 
as a starting point. 
The liberal spirit of the National Liberal 
party is quickened by the Dachlor incident, 
and will m ake it impossible for that party 
to yield on this expulsion clause. Prince 
Bismarck will therefore withdraw’ the bill 
and dissolve the Reichstag. 
An exchange of views with the English 
Government regarding the decree of the 
Provisional Government in Brazil regard­ 
ing naturalization has caused Prince Bis­ 
m arck to abandon his intention to take any 
imm ediate action. 
Recent dispatches from Rio Janeiro have 
influenced England, Germany and Italy to 
agree in ignoring the naturalizing decree 
and other irregular acts of the revolution­ 
ary leaders. 
A general conviction is grow­ 
ing here that the new Government is merely 
a m ilitary gnn, which is unstable aud 
which wilt he swept away even before the 
date to which it has postponed the elec­ 
tions. 


DOM P E D R O ’S O V ERTH RO W . 


A B rie f S ketcli o f th e In c id e n ts W h ich 
L ed to th e R evolution. 
P a ris , Decf ruber 29 h.—Señor Simes da 
Fonseca, brother of General da Fonseca, 
Chief of the Provisional Government of 
Brazil, arrived here to-day. 
He was sent 
by his brother to ascertain the feeling of 
bis countrym en 
in 
Europe, especially 
France, regarding the change in the Gov 
em inent of Brazil, and to assure all persons 
directly concerned in the commercial and 
financial affairs of Brazil that the change 
would not affect their interests. 
The new Government will continue the 
reorganization of the obligations incurred 
by the old power, and has entered upon 
the publication of a journal entitled the 
Courier da Brazil, devoted to the explana­ 
tion and defense of the new order of 
things and the m aintenance and pr,.,mo­ 
tion of Brazilian securities and Brazilian 
interests generally. 
H e said the chief causes of the revolt 
movement were the intolerant religions 
views of the Crown I’riucess; ac's con­ 
stantly infringing upon the people’s rights 
by the Court party; insults offered the 
arm y, and the disgraceful 
m ears em ­ 
ployed in the last eltction by the auti- 
Republicans. 
The Princess, who never bad the esteem 
of the greater portion of the Brazilians, 
took upon herself as Regent, during the 
absence of the Emperor in Europe, to play 
a dangerous role in political affairs, ar.d 
interfered in the reorganization of the 
Auro Prieto Ministry, which, as formed by 
the Emperor, contained a num ber of Re­ 
publicans. 
The Princess dismissed all the Republi­ 
can M iuisters and replaced them by mem­ 
bers of her household, of whose loyalty 
to the throne she was sure. 
Added 
to this was the constant attitude of Count 
d'E u, whose offensive policy made him the 
most unpopular member of the imperial 
family. 
In every move the Republicans 
m ale the heart and hand of the Count was 
fait. 
His obtrusive, hostile action during the 
election of October 6th contributed largely 
to increase the popular discontent which 
led to the revolution. Through his advice 
the Government employed every method 
of fraud and violence to prevent Repnbli- 
car.s from voting. 
Men with Republican 
ballots were denied access to the polls. Re­ 
publican placards were torn down by the 
police wherever found, and the press was 
muzzled and the writers who dared ex­ 
press liberal views thrown into prison. 
The result was au overwhelming majority 
for the m aintenance of an exclusive mon- 
archial government. 
M any of those who 
brought about the success were recom­ 
pensed, rewards being freely distributed in 
the form of titles. In a short time ninety 
barons and viscounts were created and 
Senators were promoted to the peerage 
and small politicians decorated with impe­ 
rial orders. 
Undeterred by defeat at the polls, the 
Republicans continued an aggressive pol­ 
icy. 
Finding themselves unable to make 
use of the arm y to persecute the Liberals, 
the Government appealed to the npgroes, 
they ceing reminded of the tact that to the 
stroke of the Im perial pen they owed tbeir 
freedom. This resulted in the organization 
of the Guards Negro, which was used to at­ 
tack Republicans on all sides. Next the 
National Guard was formed out of the 
m ilitia as a counter check to the regular 
army, in which Jthe M onarchial party had 
lost confidence. 
Large sums were voted 
and the land owners were heavily taxed. 
The latter, the original slave-holders, be­ 
came dissatisfied with the Governm ent's 
action and with the hasty, arbitrary abo­ 
lition of slavery, and gave their support to 
the Republicans. The soldiers became im ­ 
bued with the Republican spirit, and thus 
the Im perial throne began to totter, and 
then the blow was given when the E m ­ 
peror sanctioned the return of a religious 
order which had long been expelled from 
Brazil. For this act the Crown P rir cess, 
whose work it really was, received from 
the Pope the golden rose. 
The people protested in vain, and the 
Em peror was urged to modify the Minis­ 
try. 
H e failed to act prompt!)-, and missed 
the opportunity of saving his crown. 
It 
was not until the people demanded to be 
heard that the Emperor gave them a hear- 


ing, but his deposition bad already been 
decreed. Genera! Fonseca received notice 
that his Majesty had fotmed a new M inis­ 
try, and that a portfolio was awaiting for 
him . It was then too late, for the revolu­ 
tion had been accomplished.

ALONG THE PACIFIC COAST. 


“ B razil, th a t B e au tifu l C ountry, b u t I 
C a an o t R e tu rn T h ere.” 
O p o rto , December 29:h.—Dom Pedro 
has received 
m any telegrams 
of con­ 
dolence on the death of his wife. 
Among 
them was one from Queen Victoria. 
W hen it became evident the end was 
rapidly approaching, the ex Empress was 
advised to sum m on her confessor. 
Al­ 
though in great agony she replied, "Yes, 
but we m ust await the Emperor, he will 
give the instructions.” 
H er last words were: 
"I regret that m_ 
children and grandchildren are not around 
me that I m ight bless them for the last 
time. 
Alas I Brazil. 
Brazil, that beauti­ 
ful country, I cannot return there!” 
Dom Pedro rose early this m orning and 
attended mass. He was greatly dejected, 
and so weak that his doc'ors were obliged 
to support him . Much snxietv is felt for 
his condition. 
YVhen Dom Pedro arrived beside his 
dead wife he knelt and kissed her fore­ 
head. H e appeared unable to move, and 
did not speak for twenty m inutes. Then 
he said : "I have experienced the most 
bitter trial God could inflict upon me. H er 
faithful and affectionate companionship 
has sustained me for 
forty-six 
years. 
God’s will be done.” 
Then, noticing his wife’s eyes were still 
open, he lost command of him self and ex 
claimed, "Is it possible those dear, kind 
eyes will never again brighten when they 
see m e?” 
H aving closed the eyelids he reverently 
kissed them , and then'asked to be aloné, 
and so remained for a long time, after 
which he became calm aud asked the at­ 
tendants to keep all quiet until the Lisbon 
tetes had ended. 
The news had, however, 
already been sent everywhere. 
Later in the evening Dom Pedro sent dis­ 
patches, announcing the death of his wife, 
to various monarchs. 
The Brazilian M in­ 
ister at Lisbon has notified the Provisional 
Government in Brazil of the death of the 
ex-Em press. 
To-day the body was embalmed and 
transferred to the Chapelie Ardente. The 
interm ent will be in the Pantheon. 


B R A Z IL IA N A FFA IR S. 


D om P e d ro ’s P ro p e rty YVas N’o t Contis- 
ca te d as K ep o rted . 
W a sh in g to n , December 29th—The Bra­ 
zilian M inister to day received a cablegram 
from Barboza, M inister of Finance, regard­ 
ing the statem ents repeatedly made that tne 
Provisional Governm ent of Brazil had con­ 
fiscated the property belonging to the Em ­ 
peror. 
It says the property belonging to the Im ­ 
perial family has not been confiscated. On 
the contrary, a decree has guaranteed to 
all iw the Im perial family a term ot two 
year3 in which to dispose of its property. 
The Brazilian M inister and Captain Man- 
ritti, delegate to the M aritime Congress, 
who was present when the Associated Press 
reporter called to see the Minister, declared 
their firm belief that the republic was as 
sured beyend question. 
The reports of 
trouble, they said, were ail patched up in 
Lisbon by the enemies of the republic. 
W ith regard to tlie reports that the Ger­ 
m an and ether colonists had petitioned 
their Govern men is f >r protection against 
the decree of the Provisional Government, 
Valente and Captain M auritii said this was 
a mistaken understanding of the intention 
of ibe Government. The decree issued de­ 
clared all foreigners resident w ithin the 
country at the tim e the Republic was pro­ 
claimed to be citizens of Brazil, unless t’aey 
preferred to continue their allegiance to 
their own country. 
There was nothing 
compulsory about it.

H eavy Dam ages A w ard ed . 
Z a n z ib a r. 
December 29th.—The Con­ 
sular Court has heaid the evidence of Stan­ 
ley and Bonny in the Emin Relief Oommi - 
tee’s action against Tipo : Tib. They testified 
that Tipoo Tib broke his contract, with a 
view of obtaining all the stores and am ­ 
m unition belonging to the expedition, and 
that Tipoo Tib’s nephew executed some 
natives who were trying to rc-victua! the 
expedition, thus causing a high rate m or­ 
tality among Stanley ’s followers. 
They also accuse Tipoo Tib of disaffi-cling 
430 men in June. 1889, with the ulterior ob­ 
ject of deserting Stanley. 
The Court ordered Tipoo Tib's agent to 
retain tbe £10,000 damages claimed by the 
relief committee. 
S choo's Closed by I,n G rippe. 
B e rlin , December 20th —Two deaths 
from influenza are reported from Darzic. 
At F’rankfort, a party of six members of 
an opera company, and 160 soldiers of the 
garrison, are ill.

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PORTUGAL. 
It is significant that in Portugal the 
parade in honor of the coronation of the 
new King, whieh was ordered for yester­ 
day, liad to be abandoned because of the 
dissatisfaction existing among the troops 
with the monarchy. It is not probable 
that the Portuguese have a true conception 
of free government. Indeed, we are of 
those who believe that if they should now 
cast off the monarchical yoke it would not 
be many weeks before the revolution would 
be overthrown and tlie monarchy restored. 
The present disquiet is not indicative nec­ 
essarily of ability to maintain a republic. 
There is nothing in the character or his­ 
tory of the Portuguese people to indicate 
that they are as yet capable of self-gov­ 
ernment; on the contrary, they give evi­ 
dence of lack of that ability and spirit out 
of which republics are built. But there 
is a leaven of disquiet, of unrest among 
the people, that indicates an aspiration in 
a right direction, and if there should now 
develop courageous revolt against the 
monarchical system, and it should meet 
with disaster, the next eflort would be a 
stronger one and more easily made, and in 
time the Portuguese might arrive at such 
a plane of republican knowledge and per­ 
sistence that a government by the people 
would be possible. 
The lower class in Portugal are ignorant 
and unambitious; the aristocracy greatly 
dominate the middle and educated classes, 
while the agriculturists are deplorably 
ignorant and apparently little interested 
in the government under which they live 
—the result of ages of a system that has 
made them dependents, though their state 
was somewhat bettered by the freeing of 
the lands from the complete control of the 
nobility and the clergy. There was a time 
when the Portuguese were the most en­ 
lightened and enterprising people in Eu­ 
rope, but it cannot be said of them at this 
day. 
True, they arose in 1S20-1 and adopted 
a liberal constitution, securing freedom of 
person and property, the liberty of the 
pres3, the abolition of privileges and recog­ 
nition of the eligibility of any Portuguese 
to office in the natioD, and under which 
constitution John VI. consented to rule. 
But since that date the Portuguese have 
not manifested any strong disposition to gov­ 
ern themselves, though their liberties were 
considerably encouraged under Pedro V., 
who had a high regard for free institu­ 
tions, since which time there has not been 
much progress in republican directions, 
nor agitation indicating a deep purpose on 
the part of the people to change their 
form of government. The recent example 
of Brazil has had, however, a great influ 
enee in Portugal among the educated 
classes,who, if freed from the domination of 
tbs clergy, could successfully inaugurate a 
revolution. We are surprised, therefore, 
that in the army the spirit of republican­ 
ism should be now so manifest, and while 
it is significant as an indication of the 
growth of the democratic spirit in the Old 
World, we do not understand how anyone 
can look for the overthrow of church and 
monarchy in Portugal in this century, for 
if the power of the one is broken so must 
be the domination of the other, since the 
church is the right arm of the Portuguese 
monarchy. 


T h e total revenues of the Southern 
States for school purposes are to-day $13,­ 
036,299. I 11 1S80 they were but $6,145,­ 
746. We submit that this increase in a 
decade is remarkable and does infinite 
credit to our brethren of the South. 
While the increase of school children has 
been but 35 per cent., the augmented pro­ 
vision for their education is increased by 
126 per cent. Does the South under such 
conditions really need Federal aid for its 
schools ? 


T h e American people will joke in the 
face of disaster. When the influenza be­ 
gan to ravage the East the American pun­ 
ster was not suppressed—he cannot be put 
down; he coolly advised the public in se­ 
lecting holiday presents not to forget hand­ 
kerchiefs, because utility adds value to a 
gift, and under present conditions the 
handkerchief is a very necessary and close 
companion. 


T h e Brooklyn Citizen prints six columns 
of solid brevier, instructing the people 
how to kill germ-. But most of us prefer 
the germs to the six columns of how to do 
it. There is no necessity whatever in any 
medical advice to the public, for spinning 
out the matter—it results only in confused 
comprehension by the general reader, or 
absolute refusal to read. 


T h e Provisional Government in Brazil 
defends its withdrawal of the annuity 
voted Dom Pedro because of the discovery 
of a plot, in which he had part, to work 
the restoration of the Empire.

EFFECT OF THOROUGHBRED BLOOD ON 
THE TROTTING HORSE. 


A Valuable Paper by Senator Lcland 
Stanford—H ow to Increase tlie 
Value of Horseflesh. 


The following letter was written by Sen­ 
ator Stanford to the editor of theNew York 
Spirit of the Times: 
When I received some interrogatories 
from you in regard to breeding and train­ 
ing liorsis, with a request that I answer 
them for publication, I said that I should 
be glad to do so, but upon reflection I fear 
that I hare committed myself to a task for 
which I am unfitted. My study or the 
horse has not been of that thorough, method­ 
ical character that alone could fit me to be 
a teacher. There are so many others better 
equipped, both by experience and thought, 
to answer your questions and express their 
views that’I have concluded merely to give 
yon my experience with and observation of 
the horse for what they may be worth in 
my own way, trusting there may be some­ 
thing in them of general interest. 
I have been told that there are about 
13,000,000 of horses in the United States. 
Now. there isa great difference in the capa­ 
city of horses to perform labor and in their 
years of service, some horses lasting three 
or four times as long io laborious service 
as the average. It seems to me that the 
majority might be bred up to the standard 
of the best, thus increasing the average 
value $100 per horse. The increased value 
would represent a gain ol $1,300,000,000 to 
the United States on the present number of 
horses, and this would be repeated as often 
as the better—because the more useful— 
class of horses took the place of the infe­ 
rior. There is, therefore, a great economic 
question involved in the breeding of good 
horses for labor. 
The horse is in himself a beautiful ani­ 
mal, more interesting and capable of giv­ 
ing more pleasure than any representations 
of the artist. To man he is a source of 
endless pnjoyment, affording recreation 
combined with healthy outdoor exercise. 
The best qualities of the horse for work 
and recreation can only be obtained by 
careful attention to the qualities of both 
sire and dam. I consider the pure thor­ 
oughbred the highest type of the horse. 
He has the best constitution, and is the 
most intelligent and enduring of all breeds. 
Tne judicious mixture of his blood with 
those of colder blood improves his quality 
for general utility. My experience lias 
been that the high-bred horse is better for 
farm and teaming purposes than the one of 
colder blood. He is more active, moie en­ 
during, will walk faster and do a better 
day’s work. Taking the Clydesdales and 
Canistogas as a type of what we call cold­ 
blooded horses, I find that our road horses 
have very little in common with them and 
very much in common with the thorough­ 
bred, and that as they are further removed 
from the form and character of the cold­ 
blooded horse and approach nearer to the 
thoroughbred their stamina and general 
capacity increases. In the high-bred trot­ 
ter to-day there is scarcely a vestige to re­ 
mind one that he has the blood of a Clydes­ 
dale or a Canistoga in his veins. The 
rapid quarter horse is improved in stam­ 
ina by a thoroughbred cross, and I think 
that all the staying qualities of our trotters 
can be strengthened in this manner. But 
in selecting thoroughbred mares to cross 
with trotters, great care should be exer­ 
cised. Each should be chosen with refer­ 
ence to those qualities so essential in the 
trotter—great intelligence and docility, as 
well as form—for when the spirit of emu­ 
lation is strong in the horse or his driver is 
urging him to his greatest speed, unless he 
has great powers of self-control he will 
naturally go to his fastest gate—i. c . the 
run. Where I have carefully selected thor­ 
oughbred mares to breed to trotters with 
reference to their trotting capacity, I think 
in no single instance has there been a fail­ 
ure to produce an animal that could trot in 
2:40 or better. Most of my experiments 
have been with the staliion Electioneer, 
whose prepotent quality is very strong. 
This, of course, has had much to do with 
his success in producing out of thorough­ 
bred mares. 1 tiave not experimented suf­ 
ficiently with other stallions in this direc­ 
tion to enable me to compare the result 
with that accomplished by Electioneer. My 
observation is that with this class of thor­ 
oughbred mares Electioneer has sired a 
better average of trotters than he has pro­ 
duced out of what we call trotting bred 
mares. I have observed that when Elec­ 
tioneer has produced one good trotter out 
01 a mare she has never failed to produce 
others when given the opportunity. 
I have four Planet mares. They have 
been used mostly for thoroughbred pur­ 
poses, but two years ago I had them ali 
bred to Electioneer, aud in each case the 
result was a promising yearling. Three of 
these mares were untried, the other, Dame 
Winnie, dam of Palo Alto, had, of course, 
been tried before. 
So much confidence have I in the trotting 
inclination in Planet mares that I feel 
quite certain that Palo Alto, from his ac­ 
tion, his temperament and his perform­ 
ances, will get trotters with certainty. I 
therefore intend to try him with half-breeds 
and a few pure thoroughbred mares that 
have what I consider the proper qualities 
to produce trotters. In regard to breeding 
to my mare Gorgo, by Isonomy, out of a 
Hermit mare, I may sav thatl intend todo 
so if upon a further examination of Gor- 
go's action I consider it satisfactory. 
According to my judgment, and after 
considerable study ot the anatomy of the 
horse. I am of the opinion that the me­ 
chanical s:ructure most desirable in the 
trotter is also most desirable in the runner, 
and vice versa. I find that the relative 
proportions of the various bones, their po­ 
sitions aud the placing of the muscles are 
identical in both runner aud trotter. I 
have been at great expense to discover by 
photography the precise action of horses, 
both when running and trotting, and the 
results of these investigations have fully 
satisfied me that the mechanism which is 
best adapted to running is best adapted to 
trotting. The same muscles and sets of 
muscles used in running are used it trot­ 
ting. the only difference in tbeir use in the 
two gaits being in the order or rolation in 
which they are used. What I conceive to 
be the most advantageous placing of the 
bones in a rnnner corresponds so exactly 
with what I would prefer in a trotter thatl 
have no objection on that score in selecting 
trotting material from thoroughbred stock! 
What is true of the physical mechanism is 
true of the vital organism. There does 
not appear to me to be any logical reason 
for supposing that a horse’s heart, lungs, 
arteries and veins perform their functions 
any differently when he trots than when 
be runs, or that the force which expresses 
itself through all these in the runner is of 
a different quality from that of the trotter. 
All these are but the machinery through 
which the unseen force finds its expression. 
I recognize two forces in animal life. 
One the force which may be likened to that 
of the magnet; the other, the intelligence 
which directs that force. 
The force akin to that of the magnet is 
the one which, in my mind, we wish to de­ 
velop and strengthen by exercise. In de­ 
velopment it will fiud its expression iu the 
muscular system of the animal. When an 
animal—whether man or beast—is tired.the 
mind seems equal to what it was before the 
exhausting exercise, aud the bodily organ­ 
ization is apparently the same, but the 
force is gone. Upoti the advice of physi­ 
cians I some years ago begau to take driv­ 
ing exercise. I purchased a horse that 
proved to be extraordinary. 1 became in­ 
terested in him and his development, and 
what I wanted to develop in him was a 
question. I came to the conclusion that 
what I wanted was to develop the unseen 
forces which I could only recognize by- their 
action. Then there came to my mind rec­ 
ollection of an experiment that I had made 
years before with an ordinary horseshoe 
magnet, which, ny beiDg overtaxed, became 
exhausted and finally lost one-third of us 
strength. From this vague analogy I came 
to the conclusion that in developing ahorse 
I must avoid the period of exhaustion; 
that great speed comes from the supreme 
effort, and the greater the effort the greater 
the development. My horses are trained 
in this wav—short work, and a great deal 
of it—with results familiar to your readers. 
I think that the thoroughbred possesses 
in a superior degree, tbrougb inheritance 
and long and careful training in his anees 
try, better physical organization, better 
lungs, arteries, veins and vital machinery 
throughout than any other of his equine 
brethren. Consequently I look to the thor­ 
oughbred blood for the improvement of 
alt classes of horses, f ont the high-bred 
trotter to the cold-blooded Ciycesdale. 
I do not c airn that the thoroughbred has 
the same instinct to trot or easy trotting 
action ns the finely-bred .rotter. Fine trot­ 
ting a- tion and willingness to tret are 
largely the result of cartful breeding and 
s-'leotion. I would apply the same practice 
1 f careful selection to ob'ain a trotter from 
2 thoroughbred. 
By breed’ng our !rotter to approximate 
the iii.ii d of our tii ironglibred we shall get 
Ilu ability to go 2 greater ci-3.«t.ce it not to 


go at a greater rate of speed. The thorough­ 
bred not having inherited more than a nor­ 
mal inclination to trot, is comparatively at 
a disadvantage compared with the trottipg- 
bred horse that uses the gait natural to him 
through the influenceof inherited qualities. 
But this does militate against my assump­ 
tion that the physical organization of the 
thoroughbred is more perfect than that of 
the trotter. 
In crossing thoroughbreds with trotters 
it is essential to select a trotting stallion of 
the best quality and with great prepotency. 
His qualities will then, in all probability, 
be stamped upon the product of the cross. 
There is a great advantage in this over 
crossing trotting mares with a thorough­ 
bred stallion, for in the lattei case we could 
hardly be expected to get as good an aver­ 
age power to trot from a number of well- 
bred trotting mares as from a single stall­ 
ion.While I wonld fortify the trotting ani­ 
mal with thoroughbred blood, I do not 
wish to be understood as in any manner 
disparaging the great qualities of our trot­ 
ters. They are the result of careful selec­ 
tion of horses possessing the largest trotting 
instinct. 
I think that, for practical purposes, ihe 
better way to avail ourselves of the superior 
qualities of the thoroughbred is, therefore, 
to engraft it by degrees upon such of our 
trotting-bred material as will be likely to 
absorb it to the best advantage while pre­ 
serving the trotting proclivity. It was my 
expectation at the outset of my breeding 
tobe able thus to fortify my trotting stock 
with a degree of superior vital forces of 
the thoroughbred without materially dis­ 
turbing the trotting inclination, which ex­ 
plains why I was induced to attempt Its 
uses in breeding trotters. 
I am using thoroughbred mares much 
more extensively now than I used to do at 
the beginning of my breeding operations, 
and I have so much faith in the infusion of 
this blood that X shall use it still more in 
the future, always and only using stallions 
of prepotent trotting tendencies. 
In what I have written I have endeavored 
to give the conclusions arising out of my 
experience for what they may be worth as 
a light to others.

THE FRESNO JUDGE IS REBUKED BY 
THE SUPREME COURT. 


He Can Take no Further Fart iu the 
Laguna de Tache 
Case. 


The Supreme Court, sitting in bank in 
San Francisco, rendered an exhaustive de­ 
cision Saturday in the matter of the ap­ 
plication of Poly, Heilbron & Co , for a 
writ of prohibition, restraining Superior 
Judge Campbell, of Fresno county, from 
taking any part in the proceedings of the 
well-known Laguna de Tache rancho case. 
The decision grants the writ applied for 
and bestows considerable attention to 
Judge Campbell's doings. 
The original case is still pending in the 
Courts, on an application by Poly, Heil­ 
bron & Co for a new trial. Charlotte F. 
Clarke et al. are plaintiffs and the petition­ 
ers defendants. The petition shows that 
in 1S80 an agreement was entered into by 
and between the petitioners and one Jere­ 
miah Clarke, by which the petitioners 
leased from said Clarke for a term of years 
a certain tract of land in Fresno county, 
being a part of what was known as the 
Laguna de Tache rancho, and in which 
agreement it was provided that the peti­ 
tioners should have the op'ion during said 
lease to purchase, at the price and on the 
terms named therein; that the petitioners 
took possession of said property under the 
lease, and complied with all the terms and 
conditions; that the said Charlotte F. 
Clarke made application and procured let­ 
ters of guardianship over the prop erty of 
her husband, on the ground of his un­ 
soundness of mind, and before the expira­ 
tion of the lease she, as guardian, 
brought an action to set aside the 
contract, on the ground that < latke 
at the time of its execution was of unsound 
mind. On the trial of the cause before the 
respondent, as Judge of the Snperior Court 
of Fresno county, findings and judgment 
were rendered in favor of plaintiffs. A mo­ 
tion for a new trial is now pending, as is 
also a motion for the appointment of a re­ 
ceiver to take charge of the property. As 
a reason why the respondent should be 
prohibited from acliDe further in the cause, 
it is alleged in the Detition that during the 
pendency of the action before him he pur­ 
chased a ceriiticate of purchase lor a certain 
tract of land consisting of 257 acres, which 
is a part of the land included in petitioner's 
lease and contract. 
In the respondent’s answer he denied 
that the land purchased by him is a part of 
the ranch in litigation, but does not deny 
that the parties to the action aie claiming 
it to be a part thereof. 
The Supreme Court bolds that putting 
the matter in the most favorable light for 
the respondent, the esse shows that there 
are three parties adversely claiming to be 
the owners of a certain tract of land, one of 
whom is a Judge of the Court, and the 
other two adverse litigants before him, ask­ 
ing to determine which of them is the 
owner. He is called upon by the applica­ 
tion for a receiver. As lie claims a part of 
the land, and asserts that it is not within 
the larger tract wiihin dispute, the tempta 
tion to exclude it in making his order will 
at once arise, and if his land is to 
go into the hands of a receiver, it must 
be of some interest to him who shall 
become receiver and take charge of 
the land. In its decision the Supreme 
Court further says: "It seems to us 
that neither argument nor authority is 
necessary to show that a Judge should bi 
prohibited from sittiug in a cause uuder 
such circumstances. 
It is contended that 
our slaiute only disqualifies a Judge where 
lie has a direct interest iu the result of ihe 
suit, and that, in this case, a judgment for 
or against either of the parties could not 
bind the Judge or affect his title to the 
land. But we cannot give the statute this 
narrow construciion. 
It should be the 
duty and the desire of every Judge to 
avoid every appearance of bias, prejudice 
or partiality, and to this end he should de­ 
cline to sit, and if he does not, should be 
prohibited from sitting, in any ease in 
which his interest would naturally influ­ 
ence him one way or the other. 
It might 
become very important to him to have the 
land go to one of the claimants rather than 
the other. 
One might be favorable to his 
claim, and the other not. 
With one a 
compromise might be easy, and with the 
other, difficult. 
And aside from what 
might influence the Judge under such cir­ 
cumstances, it appears to us unseemly tor 
a Judpe :o sit in an action involving the title 
as between the litigants to a subject matter 
of which he claims to be the sole owr.er, 
and must, in the end, litigate as between 
himself and the litigant who succeeds to 
the property by his judgment.” 
The opinion is written by Justice Works 
and is concurred in by Justices Sharpstein, 
McFarland, Fox and Patterson. 
EL RIO REY. 
How tlie Glorious Clim ate of Sacram ento

The Sporting Chronicle, recognized as one 
of the best-informed of the English sport­ 
ing journals, has this to say of the Sacra­ 
mento turf wonder, El Rio Rey : 
“The ‘glorious climate of California,’ bo 
often quoted by its admirers, has never had 
a more striking illustration of the tendency 
to precocious development than in the case 
of Theodore Winter’s crack two-year-old, 
El Rio Rey (‘The King of the River’), who 
is muscled and furnished throughout more 
like a fully developed four-year-old. He 
is a perfect equine giant, standing over 10 
hands high ; rather angular, 8nd tremend­ 
ously muscled, with a tendency to coarse­ 
ness. He is a golden chestnut in color, 
with three white legs and a broad bie.ze.” 
Theodore Winters, the owner of this 
young champion of the turf, has engaged 
stali-room at St. Louis, and there seems to 
be little doubt that, if all goes well with 
the colt, he will start in the derby there.

The W estern Congressional Association 
Room s at the Capital. 
W a s h in g to n , December 29th —A morn­ 
ing paper gives the following description 
of the home of the Westerners here: Rep­ 
resentative Carter of Montana and Hans- 
brough of North Dakoia were in Chamber- 
fin's last evening, and when a Tost reporter 
came in they eentiy took him hy the band 
and led htm across the way to No 814 Fif­ 
teenth street, next door to bhore Hull.

A certain manipulation of the knob 
opened the door and all walked in.

Some time ago Congressman Carter con­ 
ceived the idea of forming a Northwestern 
Congressional Association, and one was 
formed with headquarters opposite the Eb- 
bitt House, on F street. 1 hese quarters 
proved too small for the Association,which 
immediately deviloped into an organiza­ 
tion wide enough to take in the Senators, 
members and delegates of ail the States west 
of the Mississippi, regardless of age, poli­ 
tics or previous condition of service. So it 
enlarged its scope and secured its present 
quarters, a three-story hcuse, with fourteen 
large rooms. 
The officers are: President, Senalor 
Stewart, of Nevada; Vice-President, Repre­ 
sentative Hansboro'igb. of North Dakota; 
Secretary, Representative Carter, of Mon­ 
tana; Treasurer, Delegate Carey, of Wyom­ 
ing.“Our object in inaugurating this associa­ 
tion,” said Representative Carter, “is mani­ 
fold. We have no desire to use it for in- 
fluncine sectional legislation, bat we want 
to promote a more general, social and com­ 
mercial intercouse between the people of 
the West.

EEV. W. C. MEEEILL DISCOUESES ON 
CHEIST’S CHAEACTEE. 


A T en -M in u te T a lk L a st E v en in g —R ev.

o f C ivilization.’’ 


A t the Congregational Church last even­ 
ing Rev. W . C. M errill, the pastor, spoke 
briefly to the congregation on the subject 
oí C hrist’s nobility of character. The text 
was from Matt, xxii., 42: “ W hat think you 
of C hrist?” “To the civilized world,” said 
the speaker, “consciously or unconsciously, 
this is the one question of the ages. Men 
are not ready always to adm it the fact, but, 
struegle as they may, none but a nature 
petrified on the side of righteousness is 
able quite to bar out the disturbing query. 
V ery likely the first reply will be, ‘Thou 
art the son of David 
bat a closer knowl­ 
edge of the m an and his m ighty power 
will m ake alm cst inevitable the reply the 
Master sought, ‘Thou art the child of God.' 
“The character of Christ is solitary. It 
baffles all interpretations save Lis own. 
Religious inquiry finds no difficulty in 
tracing the beauty of Christian character 
back to Christ, ot whom it is a reflected 
light; but to the qu estio n ,‘W hence comes 
his light ?’ no ingenuity has yet evolved an 
answer that does no involve his own inter­ 
pretation: 
‘I am the ligbt.’ The average 
m ind will not rest satisfied with an ab­ 
straction. 
It will have an incarnation. 
The question, ‘W hat is it?' will not satisfy 
the universal heart; there follows logically 
the other question, 'W ho is he? 
W hat 
think you of T ruth ?’ That is the question 
th at has m ads casuists w ithout num ber. 
‘W hat think you of Christ?’ That is the 
query that has been m aking Christians for 
nineteen centuries. ‘W hat is the T ruth?’ 
T hat is the question that has carved m ar­ 
ble into hum an shape. 
‘W hat think you 
of Christ?’ T hat is the query that has 
breathed upon those statues and has made 
them live forever. 
“If individual souls are to be saved, they 
m ust have an individual Savior. 
Person­ 
ality seeks personality, and cannot rest in 
peace w ith only a vague ideal. The angel's 
song is precious to the hum an heart be­ 
cause it satisfied two great conditions of 
true religion. Man m ust have a Being 
whom he may worship, and he must have 
a knowledge that his worship is accepted. 
Only the incarnation gives the revelation 
of the one aud the assurance of the other. 
No m an can worship law. Cohesion is a 
first law of solidity. But I can as easily 
w orship a clod as bow down to the law of 
cohesion that makes a clod out of those 
m yriad dead atoms. 
You cannot worship 
m oral law as such. 
It m ust be incarnate; 
not merely typified in individual lives by 
here and there a fragment. 
You will not 
rest in your search until you have found it 
incarnate in all its attributes, in all their 
beaut}’, in all their perfectness. 
Such an 
incarnation will command your homage. 
You will not easily pass it by. 
“It may be like Uranus, all unseen, draw­ 
ing! NeptuDe from his course, but, as a dis­ 
turbing factor, as at first conceived, it will 
come to be seen a constant attraction w ith­ 
out which Neptune could not m aintain his 
particular orbit. 
“ W hat thiuk you of Christ? Men have 
lived lives of consum mate purity on earth 
and have gathered about them a handful of 
followers; here and there shines out a qual­ 
ity really great in character, and we admire 
its beauty; but here is a Beiug in whom all 
the attributes of character have burst into 
glorious bloom. 
“ We are wont to do homage to the super­ 
lative in the realm of mind, and if the 
m ind of any man succeeds to a single hight, 
we crown him with the wreath of bay and 
ask no more of him . The pupil of a So­ 
crates writes his republic, and henceforth 
Plato is philosophy. A calm, strong face 
looks out from the bema upon an A then­ 
ian throng in the utterance of a ‘Defense of 
the Crown,’ and henceforth Demosthenes 
is oratory for all coming time. J35-cheius 
writes a tragedy, H om er sings an epic and 
the world will never let them die; Cicero 
speaks and Catalinc is reprobate in the eyes 
of all generations. 
Had Raphael died with 
only the ‘distine M adonna’ to commemo­ 
rate his art, he would still have lived for­ 
ever; had Dannecker throw n away his 
chisel when fcis ‘Christ’ was finished, he 
would have been imm ortal. 
“H ad 
Mozart 
hym ned but a single 
‘Requiem;’ 
Beethoven composed but his 
‘Fifth Sym phony,'tbeir sepulchers would 
have been the mecca of all tuneful spirits. 
M ichael Angelo wrought his ‘Moses’ in 
m arble and his ‘Last Judgm ent’ in colors; 
Puidias erected the Parthenon and fash­ 
ioned the statue of ‘Olympian Jove,’ and 
for the double achievement we set their 
names on the top most pinnacle of fame. 
“ W hat should we say, m y friends, did 
some babe, heralded only hy hosts invisible 
from the seclusion of some dispised hamlet, 
send forth Platonian philosophy w ith the 
commanding eloquence of Demosthenes 
and the fiery denunciation yet w inning 
persuasiveness of Cicero; now lifting men 
to heaven w ith the sounding meter of 
JEsohylus; 
now stirring patriotism with 
the limpid m urm ur of the ‘Sightless Bard 
of Scio’s Isle?’ 
W hat if he should carve 
a ‘Moses,’ paint a ‘Lost Judgm ent,’ erect 
a Parthenon and fashion Jove in brass and 
ivorv? 
W hat if he should paint a ‘Sistine 
M adonna’ and throw in has relief Thor- 
waldsen’s ‘Venus Vic.iix?’ 
W hat if he 
should write a requiem that should bring 
Mozart him self to tears, and compose a 
sym phony that should hum ble Beethoven 
into Bilent rhapsody 1 
“ W hat should you say of such a charac­ 
ter, should he appear among men and thus 
throw all the faculties and possibilities of 
m ind into one Alpiue range that should 
m ake all peaks one sum m it? Surely you 
would say the gods are come down to us 
in the likeness of m an. 
W ell, then, what 
that would be in the intellectual sphere, 
Christ is in the infinitely greater scope of 
the m oral realm. 
W hat think you of 
Christ, m y friends? Is He worthy the ad­ 
m iration of a m anly soul? 
“Paint virtue aud honor and charity and 
purity and all love, w ith all other excel­ 
lencies dear to honorable souls, and if you 
wish to picture the absolute truth of which 
these are but fragments, you will delineate 
tlieC hristat Pilate’s judgm ent seat. W hat 
tbink you of this Being who is reproducing 
daily in the lives of men those same rare 
qualities, modified indeed, yet charm ing 
men with their sim ple beauty? W hat 
tb in k you of H im ? There H e stands, the 
one figure of the ages; c Uossal in propor­ 
tions, yet drawing childhood to his arms 
in fearless confidence; m ighty in his power, 
yet mingling his tears with the tears of 
those who weep the loved and lost. 
W hat 
will yon say of such incarnate power? 
W ill yon say ‘He is the son of David.’ 
and spend halt 
your life 
henceforth 
in 
defining 
your 
position 
and 
the 
other half in apologizing for it? 
W hat 
th in k you of him ? 
W ill you ignore him 
altogether ? You cannot ignore the air of 
heaven; you breathe it to utter your de­ 
nial; deny him you cannot; your life so 
blends with his’ir. its upper reaches that 
you cannot ignore his presence. He presses 
his claims upon you daily. H e is a great, 
calm, comm anding presence, and w hen­ 
ever you sit alone with conscience he tow­ 
ers above you. 
“ Every evil thought is a shadow upon 
the glowing sky, against which that world- 
figure stands out iu perpetual relief. Every 
evil deed you do is reflected back upon you 
from th at face so marred w ith sorrow for 
the sins of men. Once despised and re­ 
jected of men, there is now n ota beauty you 
can desire in him . Twenty centuries and 
he changes not, save to erect him self the 
higher above tbc horizon of hum an life. 
“ We m ake glad these Christmas days bet 
cause of him. 
We are weak and dare no­ 
trust to hum an worth. But there Í3 a iove 
and a purity, though my life contain so 
little. In that I can rejoice; of that I can 
feel the surpassing loveliness. There is a 
Quth though I have not yet attained unto 
it. In that life I see it. And so looking 
ont across a world of seething life and 
struggling virtue I look past that I am and 
in Christ take hold of that I hope to be.”

which now distinguishes the Cnristmas sea­ 
son, but which insists upon giving a secu­ 
lar cast to the observances, witnesses to the 
appreciation of som ething that has been 
almost entirely lost sight of in our religious 
thinking. 
It witnesses 
to the m any­ 
sided character of our civilization, a civili 
zaiion in which religion has operated a3 
but a single determ ining force, and into 
which 
num erous and widely 
differing 
forces have also entered to accomplish the 
ascertained results. It witnesses to the 
fact that religion 13 not all of life, unless re­ 
ligion can be taken to be the whole of life, 
in the many-sided and m any colored illus­ 
tration of it, and so be regarded as the sum 
of character in its intelligence, its accom­ 
plishment, its integrity, its beneficence and 
its faith. 
“Christmas, then, becomes a day upon 
which once yearly the people see straight 
and think clear,’ a day on which religion is 
divested of all m audlin sentim entality, of 
m iraculous accessory 
and 
superstitious 
reverence, and made to indicate what indi­ 
vidual and associated life m ay come to be 
in 
their 
best 
expression. 
It 
is 
a 
day 
upon 
which 
the 
history 
of 
the 
race, and especially 
the history 
of the last eighteen hundred years can be 
sym pathetically studied, a day upon which 
the struggles for freedom, the achieve­ 
m ents 
of 
art, 
the progress 
of let­ 
ters, the softening influence of m ore in­ 
tim ate associations, as trade and travel pro­ 
duce larger acquaintance and proclaim the 
m utual dependence of men, can all be ap- 
preciatingly 
considered, 
and

their proper place in the civil and political 
structure the world has gradually reared, 
“Let us call the structure Christian if we 
will, and as m uch as we will. The Chris­

ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


T he F ra n ch ise Q uestion B efore th e T ru s­ 
tees T o-day. 
The Board of Trustees will be called upon 
this m orning to decide w hether or not it 
will grant a franchise to certain gentlemen 
to put in the W estinghouse electric light 
system here and give it a contract to light 
the city for the next two years. Since the 
application for a franchise was first made the 
subject has been freely discussed and a num ­ 
ber of reasons are pointed out why the city 
authorities should exam ine into the matter 
very carefully before entering into a con­ 
tract for the W estinghouse system. 
A citi­ 
zen, whose comm unication is published in 
another column, says that this system has 
been supplanted in the city of Fresno by 
the Thomsou-Honston system. 
He also 
calls attention to a late decision by Judge 
Gresham, showing that the W estinghouse 
Company have no right to U3e the double 
csrbou lamps. 
Modern Light and Heat, an electrical mag­ 
azine, published at Boston, in its issue of 
the 5th instant., contains an article iu re­ 
gard to the W estinghouse system which 
should lead the Trustees to investigate the 
subject fully. It says it looks as if “the 
rusj ,r portion of the company’s capital is 
based on patents unsustained in the Courts, 
two of which have already beeu declared 
invalid.” 
Other articles in the same jour­ 
nal attack the financial standing or the 
company. 


LA GRIPPE. 


E x cep t to th e A ged an d F eeb le, I t is Not 
C onsidered D angerous. 
The press and medical journals are just 
now giving much space to the discussion of 
the epidemic that prevails in Europe and 
on this continent, and which may rea­ 
sonably be expected to touch up most 
comm unities in this State, despite our glo­ 
rious climate. In an article on the sub­ 
ject the Occidental Medical Times, published 
in this city, will to-day say : 
“ The last epidemic in the United States 
prevailed in the sum m er of 1S80. The 
histories of previous epidemics do not show 
a connection with climate or season and 
the supposition that certain meteorological 
conditions determ ine the pandemic, epi­ 
demic or sporadic character of the disease 
is unw arranted by accurate observations. 
In obedience to modern doctrines, it is not 
unreasonable to assume a micro-parasitic 
etiology for this disease; indeed, micro­ 
cocci of a supposed pathogenic nature have 
been found in the blood, but their connec­ 
tion with the disease is deservedly ques­ 
tioned. Influenza begins abruptly, and it 
is only in a m inority of cases that prodro- 
rnata are present. These do not differ 
from the manifestations peculiar to the in­ 
cubation of other infectious diseases. 
“ The force of the disease is expended on 
the various mucous membranes, resulting 
in a catarrhal inflammation. 
The severity 
of the attack is influenced by the prevail­ 
ing epidemic and by the occurrence of 
complications. 
Of these the most im ­ 
portant are broncho and croupous pneu­ 
monia. Inflam m ation of the serous m em ­ 
branes, erythema, roseola, urticaria, etc , 
have also been observed. 
As a rule, when 
unattended by complicitions, influenza, 
except to the oid and feeble, is a harmless 
affection. 
“ The treatm ent is usually symptomatic, 
although quinine has been claimed to be 
a specific. The only prophylactic measure 
likely to be of avail in an im pending epi­ 
demic is to remain w ithin doors, as ob­ 
servations have repeatedly demonstrated 
that those exposed in the open air first suf­ 
fer from the disease.”

LIGHTING THE CITY. 


T he T ru ste e s C alled Upon to Use Sound 
Ju d g m e n t. 
E ds. R ecoed-Un io n: 
In your issue of 
the 24th you published a card signed by 
W . C. Clark, who claims to represent sev­ 
eral capitalists in whose nam e he is asking 
the Board of Trustees to grant them a 
franchise for putting up electric light poles 
in the city. 
H e does not want the fran­ 
chise, however, unless the Trustees will 
give the company which he proposes to or­ 
ganize a contract for lighting thecity for the 
next two years. Now, 1 think the Board of 
Trustees had better find out first what facil­ 
ities these people have for lighting the city 
before it gives them the contract. 
If they 
are given the contract, who is going to 
light the city during the five or six m onths 
which it will take them to establish a plant 
and erect poles and wires? 
The contract 
with the ga3 company has run out, and if 
it does not get another contract it is not 
likely to continue to light the streets, and 
even if it should the city will be compelled 
to pay m ore under the old contract than 
the company now oflers to furnish light 
for. Besides that there are several im port­ 
ant m atters the Trustees ought to look 
into. 
It is stated that these gentlemen 
propose to furnish the people with cheap 
light, but the experience of the past leads 
one to think that they will sell out to the 
gas company. 
It is generally understood 
ihat two of the men who are most deeply 
interested have already done that very 
thing. 
In the next place it would be well 
for the Trustees to read the decision 
of Judge Gresham published 
in 
your 
paper of the 24th, which shows that 
the WestiDghouse Electric Company has 
no right to use the double carbon lamp 
they have been usiDg, and by which alone 
their system can be m aintained. 
This 
decision has been rendered since Mr. Clark 
applied for a franchise, and may cause him 
to withdraw his petition, or if the city uses 
it there will be an injunction. 
Mr. Clark, in his card, says that “ the rate 
paid to-day by Sacramento for electric 
lights is far in excess of any rate paid bv a 
m unicipality,” etc. 
This is not true, as 
Los Angeles now pays $27 77 per lam p on 
a m oonlight schedule. 
A nother point for the Trustees to con­ 
sider is w hether the W estinghouse system 
furnishes good light. 
It does not look like 
it, since the city of Fresno has dispensed 
with the system and put in the Thomson- 
Houston. 
I am a tax payer and I hope that the 
Trustees will act with caution in this m at­ 
ter.

THE NEW P0ST0FFICE. 


C ongressm an C lunie W rites P o stm a ste r 
S tepheus on th e S ubject. 
There is a fair prospect of Sacramento 
having a Government building that will be 
an ornam ent to the city, and at the same 
time fulfill the requirements of the various 
departm ents of the Government service. 
The building originally designed was found, 
on a careful exam ination of the plans by 
Postm aster Stephens, to be inadequate to 
the wants of the postofiice, in addition to 
what would be required by the Land Of­ 
fice, Signal Service, etc., and the m atter 
was folly explained to the Senators and 
Representatives from this State. Yesterday 
Mr. Stephens received the following letter 
from Congressman C lunie: 
House o f R e p r e s e n t a t iv e s , U . S.,

W a s h in g t o n , I). C.f Dec. 2 2 ,18S9. j 
JTon. R. D. Stephens, Sacramento. Cal.- D ear 
Sip.: 1 ieceived your letter in relation to the 
Postofiice m atters al Sacramento. Som? time 
previous to getting It 8enator Hearst and I 
called upon the Supervising Architect and we 
convinced him that the building should be en­ 
larged, and better m aterial should be used than 
contemplated in the plans and specifications 
shown us. We also talked to Congressman Mc­ 
Kenna who had cone tided to introduce a bill 
asking for an increase of 530,000. After our talk 
he concluded to introduce a copy of the bill in­ 
troduced by Senator Hearst intne Senate asking 
for an increase o.‘ S15\000, which with the sum 
already appropriated will, in our judgm cnt.be 
enough to complete the building. Both Sen­ 
ators Hearst and Stanford have said that they 
would push the bill through the Senate as 
speedily as possible. While they are working 
in the Senate, wc will not be idle in the House. 
I have juEt succeeded in having myself placed 
upon the Committee on Public Building* and 
Grounds, which will give me an opportunity to 
greatly assist in the passage of the just appro­ 
priations to enabie us to build public buildings 
in California that the public service requires. 
I realize the benefit of all the suggestions con­ 
tained in j our letter, and we stated to the Su­ 
pervising Architect that we liad a talk with you 
in Sacramento, and that you then informed us 
that the building as procosed was totally inad­ 
equate for the purpose intended. I gave to 
Congressman McKenna a copy of the Hearst 
bill, and it will be before ray committee after 
the holidays. I remain, yours truly, 
Thgs.

FATHER BOUCHARD. 


A T rib u te to th e M em ory o f th e D evout 
a n d E lo q u e n t M issionary. 
Prior to the sermon yesterday in the 
Catholic Cathedral, Rev. Father Grace paid 
an eloquent tribute to the memory of Rev. 
Father Bouchard, the veteran missionary, 
whose death occurred last Friday.

LOS ANGELES. 


Conditions of R ailroads in th e South— 
Delayed Travel. 
Loe 
A ngele?, 
December 
29th.—The 
weather to-day has been unusually fine, 
with a promise tor its continuance. The 
work of repairing the breaks and washouts 
on the railroads has 
been progressing 
rapidly. The passengers who were storm ­ 
bound at Barstow were send around via 
Denting, and left Yum a for this city yes­ 
terday at 2 r. m., arrived at Col tou last 
night, but will be there until to-morrow*, 
pending tbc completion of the bridge over 
the San Gabriel river at Ell Monte. 
The Southern Pacific is moving a good 
deal ut freight. Eighteen carloads of cattle 
will arrive from Yuma in the morning. 
All the Santa Monica and San Pedro trains 
were on tim e to-day, and many passengers 
went north by the steamer San Pedro. 
The Long Beach line will be in operation 
to-morrow. The Santa Fe, through Cajon 
Pass, is covered with mud for a lone dis­ 
tance. In mai>y places the banks have 
given way, entirely obliterating the road­ 
bed. Superintendent Sanborn has had a 
;arge force of men at work, and it is now 
believed possible to get a train through 
to-morrow. 
The road from Pasadena to 
San Bernardino has one train each way 
daily. 
The passengers are transferred between 
this city and Pasadena ten miles by car­ 
riage. 
W ells F&kgO transfers their express 
by wagons. They received fourteen tons 
by steamer from the north yesterday. 
The Teiueoola line to San Diego is beine 
operated, and the Surf line will be readv 
to-day, with the exception of the break at 
ihe river, which causes a delay of one hour 
for transfer. 
An interesting lawsuit is likely to result 
from the damages to the bridges on the 
river Arroyo Seco, which drains an im ­ 
mense country east of the city. The A r­ 
royo is crossed first by the Glendale Rapid 
Transit Railway, just below by the Saofa 
Fe, and empties in the river above the 
Southern Pacific bridge, and below that 
one ot the city bridges, at Buena Vista 
street. One span of the Santa Fe bridge 
event out, and damaged the city bridge 
m any thousands of dollars. The city will 
sue the Santa Fe officials. 
That road 
says their bridge was carried away by the 
-Southern Pacific, and those officials say 
th€ür bridge was knocked down by the de- 
hris from the Santa Fe b idge ocer the A r­ 
royo Seco.
